Ioxk, May 15th.—Wheat and barley have been 
much improved by the recent rains, but will not 
reach more than eighty per cent, of last year’s crop. 
The check these cereals received from the grain-fly 
has been portly overcome by the rigor of growth 
derived from the rains. It is estimated that about 
one-fitth of the hay in the county has been cut, aud 
this has been greatly damaged by a week’s rainy and 
cloudy treat her. The standing alfalfa is also suffer­ 
ing from want of cutting, but corn and potatoes are 
doing well. 
From p es.nt appearances the fruit 
crop will not more th to supply *-be home consumí - 
tion. Peaches arc almott a total failure, and apples 
aud psara arc estimatei at half a crop. The perch 
trees have been badly damaged by an insect covering 
the young brt&ches at the base'of the fruit bads, 
and in many instances Killing the twigs entirely. 
Orchardists did uot discover the caure of this 
damage until it was over, and now only surmise 
that it was done by a puncturing insect. The farm­ 
ers are satisfied that the grain and fruit apbidei 
have Existed here for several years, but were not 
discovered until now. Two and a half inches of rain 
have fallen in May. 
Butte. 
Chico, May 15th.—Regarding the crops in Butte 
county, the following fioai the Vaily Enterprise of 
this date gives a fair and impartial opinion c-f the 
outlook : “ During the last few days we have been 
over a considerable part of the county, and spoken 
with farmers from other parts. Thus far the con- 
t nued clouds and showers have done no damage to 
the gram, atd only in a few’ places has there been 
wind enough to blow it «town. Tüe hay harvest is 
simply delayed, but ehould the damp spell last much 
longer much of the hay «ill get too ripj and be 
coarse.

THE DUTY OF THE CITIZEN IN P0LITIC3. 
The only rule of judgment to be adopted 
in a representative form of government, 
relative to the representative body, is that 
which accepts the representative as an 
average of the people who elect him. It 
is supposed to be popular to decry Con­ 
gressmen, for instance, as not represent­ 
ing the beat element; but they do repre­ 
sent the average thought, intelligence and 
honesty of the electors. 
To assume any 
other position is to deny that the electors 
are competent to judge of their own wants, 
or are fitted for self-government, and theie- 
fore a pure democracy is not the best form 
of government. 
It was evidently with 
these truths in mind that Senator Hawley, 
in his recent address in Boston before the 
Civil Service Reform Association, rebaked 
that superior class of people who are for­ 
ever harping upon “ uncleanness of poli­ 
tics,” but who sit aside in their purity and 
do nothing to remedy the abuses they 
charge to exist. So long as they do not 
take an active part in politics they must 
be held to consent to all that is done by 
those who participate, and hence are 
estopped from denying that the resulting 
representation does not represent them. 
It is affectation to hold oneself aloof from 
the political field. No man is too good, 
too exalted, too pure, to refuse to assist in 
bettering the institutions of his country, 
and the initial methods for so doing are the 
purification of party, the convincing of 
electors of trnth, and the exercise of 
controlling influence in political fields to 
that end. 
Politics do not give vitality 
to nations ; as Holland pat it years ago, 
“ the life of a stream does not depend upon 
the way of its flowing; diversion and 
chango by artificial means do cot hinder it 
from finding the ocean to which it tends. 
So party policy may change the direction 
of national life, but it has no power to 
save that life.” The fact is, that policies 
grow out of national life. Now as the 
mode of that life is important, and affects 
every man and all he has for good or ill, it 
becomes the duty of every man to engage 
in all laudable efforts to improve the mode. 
Just as it is the duty of every man to con­ 
serve his physical growth, so is he under 
obligation to cultivate the stature cf his 
country. Every citizen sustains a special 
relation to the State as to his right to free­ 
dom, to attain the highest moral excel­ 
lence, and to er-joy the greatest meed of 
happiness. But there íb no right unaccom­ 
panied by an obligation, and except one 
expatriate himself h% cannot avoid the po­ 
litical obligation. There are no human ob­ 
ligations of a more exalted character than 
political ones, since the enjoyment of all 
c'.vil rights depends upon the State, the 
mode of life of which depends in turn upon 
the political voice. It is not sufficient to 
render obedience to authority; every citi­ 
zen should be felt in the political action 
that determines the scope and direction of 
authority. The only true course for the 
good citizen is to labor for improvement in 
the mode of national life by endeavors to 
direct the political voice of the State at the 
ballot-box. Political leaders should be the 
product of the will of the followers ; when 
they are the commanders they become but 
“ bosses,” and the followers but depend­ 
ents. The unity of action of good men in 
politics will not prevent the union of bad 
men, but it may thwart the aims of the 
latter. The motives for the actions of such 
are always to bo measured by party re­ 
wards and personal gains. It follows tbat 
t: ne lcyalty to a representative form of 


government involves consent to the elimi­ 
nation of party reward as a control, from 
the civil service of the country. If it re­ 
mains, however, then the place-seekers 
and their masters, and not the people, be­ 
come the ruling class. 
THE CAUSE OF THE 
TROUBLE III 
HEW YORK. 
Tho immediate cause of the disruption 
of the Democratic party in New York and 
the split between Governor Cleveland and 
Tammany, and which is apparently be­ 
yond all healiDg, may be very briefly 
stated, and is not uninteresting. There 
are two “ bosses” in tho Democratic party 
in New York—“ boss” McLaughlin and 
“ boss ” Kelly. Governor Cleveland sides 
with boss McLaughlin; Tammany sides 
with boss Kelly. Both bosses desire to 
fatten upon the pickings of Castle Gar 
den ; it is not large enough for both—hinc 
iller lacrima. Under the guice of reform 
it was sought to reform tho Immigration 
Commission, and to improve the condition 
of alien immigration. Governor Cleveland 
assaulted the management of the Commis­ 
sion violently, and declared its administra­ 
tion to ba a scandal and a disgrace. A 
Senate committee investigated the matter, 
and found no serious ground for censure, 
and this, though the Govornor had a ma­ 
jority of his partisans on the committee. 
Such suggestions of reform as it raadewero 
adopted by the Commission. On the 4th 
of May, the last day of the Legislature, 
the Governor sent to the Senate a most 
remarkable message. It pronounced the 
Castle Garden management “ a scandal 
and a reproach to civilization 
that it 
squandered State money, engaged in “ bare­ 
faced jobbery,” and permitted “ imposition 
and swindling.” He declared that the de­ 
mand for reform was above all partisan 
considerations, and one in which every 
right minded man shonld be enlisted. He 
had selected as Commissioner a man of in­ 
tegrity and ability ; a man of broad benev­ 
olence, enjoying tho respect of all who 
know him. Tho Senate, said the Governor, 
had intimated that it would not confirm 
him, and some of the beneficiaries of the 
abuses were lobbying to retain a hold of 
their “ abused advantages.” The situation 
had its rise, he said, in an overweening 
greed for patronage that pertains to place. 
He warned members to recall their con­ 
sciences, and not perpetuate “ oppression 
and the practice of unblushing peculation.” 
The Tammany Senators, Grady, McCarthy, 
BrowniDg and Treanor attacked the mes­ 
sage bitterly and stood up for “ boss” 
Kelly valiantly, while “ boss” McLaugh­ 
lin’s friends, Senators Jacobs, Covert and 
Nelson defended the Governor. Grady 
moved, with contempt, to refer the message 
to the Committee on Grievances, and then, 
without action, the Senate adjourned nine 
die. Without the support of both factious 
the Governor could not win ; they divided, 
and his plans fell. From this factional 
quarrel tho Republicans wisely kept aloof. 
It began to brew with the first day of the 
session ; it culminated with the last, and 
the breach is now wide, deep and not to be 
bridged. The Castle Garden matter wa3 
but one of the incidents of a long and bit­ 
ter fight over the distribution of the pat­ 
ronage. The Governor, in hie anger and 
defeat, on the last day adopted the extra­ 
ordinary method of addressing to the Sen­ 
ate the unprecedented message described. 
In it he held up to public reprobation the 
motives and acts of those who disagreed 
with him. In many respects he was right 
in his judgment, but bis methad lias made 
a breach, and again the fact is made appa­ 
rent and the truth again presented for pub­ 
lic digestion, that the principles of the 
Democratic party are all expressed in the 
party motto “ To the victors belong the 
spoils."

GENERAL NEWS. 


If the dynamite agents, the unscrupn- 
Ions and reckless enemies of human pro­ 
gress, the Communists and Socialists of 
the country, have captured a great politi­ 
cal party, as now seems apparent; it they 
shall, under the thin disguise of a war-cry 
against the oppressions of aggregated cap­ 
ital, inaugúrate a campaign upon the right 
of American citizens to earn and to own, 
the Republican party will have one su­ 
preme duty. It must rise equal to the 
task of declaring that the civilization of 
the age shall not be turned backward ; that 
this Government shail not be dominated 
by the brutal aud baser elements of society; 
that no party shall ride into power by their 
aid ; that the apologists, aiders and abet­ 
tors of such infamous men as Herr Most 
shall not receive countenance in this land. 
It most teach these preachers of odious doc­ 
trines, destructive of republican institu­ 
tions, that free government is neither a 
fiction nor any longer an experiment, and 
that the law must and will protect all the 
people in all their rights, and afford to 
each a like shield against assaults upon the 
right of property, without which there can 
be no civilized society. 


THB LATES t AUSURDITY. 
The very latest, most original, and de­ 
cidedly most refreshing statement of the 
day, is that the New York conspirators 
have set afloat, announcing that the men 
who cheered for O’Donovan Rossa in the 
Philadelphia Convention, and who sound 
his praises now, are hired to do so by Brit­ 
ish gold, in order to make the American 
people believe he and his are a terribly 
dangerous lot of fellows. If this is true in 
any degree, then, assuming that British 
gold is not disbursed by consummate 
asses, it is fair to conclude that Rossa is 
himself in the employ of the English Gov­ 
ernment. That certainly would be the 
shrewdest policy. And if this is so, and 
the Irish Nationalists become convinced of 
the fact, the climate will be too warm for 
Rossa. 
The Boston Globe, the most pronounced Demo­ 
cratic journal, assaults the civil service reform 
rule7, and declares that many of them are absurd. 
This but indicates, as we have a’l along held, the 
intention of the opposition to take a stand against 
the reform, and it will thus become a living issue in 
the next Presidential campaign. 
The New Yorkers are opening their eves widelyto 
the evils of (the opium vico, and new Chicago has 
awakened, too, and proposes to suppress it. In 
California, where it is more prevalent than in either 
New York or Illinois, nothing is done that is worth 
the mention to stay the spread of this Chinese 
plague.

The ruins of 
prosperous towns, rich missions and mines, 
are all about us. The entire couatry is des­ 
olate and uninhabited. Grass has giowa 
waist high over the old roads skirting north­ 
ern Sonora. Prospectors and ranchmen are 
hovering around the camps, anxiously await- 
iog the time when it will be Eafe for them to 
enter the Sierra Madres. Colonel Biddle’s 
headquarters are cstsblished at Silver creek, 
near the boundary, from which point scouting 
east and west is kept up. Glass’ troops have 
been ns far east as the New Mexican line, 
while Baird’s cover the country to the west­ 
ward. Doubts have been expressed as to the 
fidelity of the Indian scouts, and there is 
said to be a lukewarmness among the scouts 
which was not expected when the commend 
left Wiilcox. 
The Missouri Disaster. 
M acon, May 15‘h.—The cyclone which 
visited this section Sunday night was more 
destructive to farm property southwest of 
Macon than here. It seems that it epent 
most of its fury before reaching Macon. The 
first appearance cf the storm was near 
Keyeeville, fifteen milee southwest of this 
city. A mile northeast the storm-cloud 
struck the residence of C. E. Miller, totally 
destroying it, his barn and oat-house?, aid 
injuring several members of his family. Hia 
fine apple orchard was also nearly destroyed. 
The next building destroyed was the resi­ 
dence of J. A. Summers. His barn and out­ 
houses were badly damaged, end his apple 
orchard wrecked. The residence of John 
Clarkson 
was 
distroyed, 
end 
his 
wife killed. The residences of Rich­ 
ard Benson, Wesley Banta, 
Thomas 
Banta and J ame3 Banta were wrecked. The 
latter, occupied by Charles Bu3ter, was seri­ 
ously injured. The residence and barn of 
James Miller and A. L. Summers’ house were 
totally destroyed. The residence of Evan 
Summers was blown down, aud the wreck de­ 
stroyed by fire. The residence of A. M. 
Smith was reduced to kindling-wood, and he 
seriously injured. At Macon, fifteen booses 
in the south part of town, chiefly small and 
occupied by colored people, were totally de­ 
stroyed. One colored man and woman were 
fatally in j nred. The other buildings destroyed 
were the African U. E. Church, a colored 
school building, slaughter-house, two-story 
brick smoke-house, corn-crib and two rooms 
of the residence of Pritcb, tfca slaughter­ 
house and barn of Adorn Rogers and the 
livery stable of M. D. Houston?. Numerous 
stables were blown down and heuses un­ 
roofed. The farm houses destroyed were 
chiefly of the best and most costly in the 
county. To-day 300 or 400 persons turned 
out in the country to rebuild tho fences of ilia 
sufferers. It is said fully seventyfive miles 
cf fencing will have to be rebuilt.

T h e C orsin i P a la c e —The Carsini Pal­ 
ace, in the Lungara at Rome, has been 
bought by the Government for 2,500,000 
francs (say £100,000), to be used as a 
“ palace of science,” one of the buildings 
voted in the plan fcr the reorganization of 
the city of Rome. The price was for the 
bnildmgs and the land adjoining, and can­ 
not be an extravagant one, for tbe grounds 
are rather extensive; and then Prince 
Coraini has made a free gift of the pict­ 
ure gallery and library contained in the 
palace. The gallery boasts no pictures of 
very great merit—perhaps the one best 
known is tbe Madonna by Carlo Dolce, 
which is a great favorite ; but the library 
is a very rich one, numbering abont sixty 
thousand volumes, besides three thousand 
manuscripts, a quantity of Indian and 
Chinese works, and a large and valuable 
collection of engravings. 
The grounds 
behind the palace, running np the side of 
the Janicu'.um, are very picturesque, with 
cascades flowing ddwn the hill, and mag­ 
nificent old plane-trees. It is the inten­ 
tion of the municipality to make a botan­ 
ical garden here, the present site near S t 
Maria Maggiore being unfitted for that 
purpose. Another palace, the Barberini, 
is reported to have been sold to Prince 
Torlonia for 8,000,000 francs ; but whether 
this includes the gallery containing the 
“ Cenci” and other well-known pictures, 
and tbe library, which is far richer, even, 
than that of the Corsini, rumor sayeth not.

la the absence of Coroner Clark, C, R. 
Simons, Justice of the Peace, held an inquest 
upon the body of Robert Elwell, at Hicks- 
ville, Monday evening. R. T. Devlin repre­ 
sented the District Attorney, and from him 
is learned,the following particulars connected 
with the homicide : The deceased was a la­ 
boring man, who had worked in the vicinity 
of Hicksville for a year or more. He came 
to this State from Missouri. He was a single 
man. McPorter, the murderer who made 
the fatal assault, was formerly employed by 
John Cottrel1, proprietor of the Arno Houae 
at Hicksville. Last February Mr. Cottrell 
moved to Elk Grove, and McPorter expected 
to bo employed in the came capacity at the 
latter place. Cc ttrall, however, employed 
the deceased, and McPorter, being out of 
employment-, < ffe:ed to assist Mr. Vail, the 
successor of Cottrell iu the Arno House, for 
his board and lodging. Some two weeks ago 
the 
deceased 
asked 
McPorter 
if 
his 
credit was good for forty cents, and Me- 
Porter replied that he did not know whether 
it was or not. Deceased had an account at 
the store, had always paid his bills promptly 
and there was no reason for refusing to trust 
him. Agaio, last Monday or Tuesday, El- 
well entered the saloon and was invited by 
the proprietor to join iu a game of cards. 
The weather was cold and the door of the 
saloon was open. Elwell, after playing for a 
few moments, arose and shut the door. lylo- 
Porter, who was sitting by the stove, Imfita- 
diately reopened it, saying to deceased: 
“ We want this door open. You are putting 
on too d—n much style here lately.” ElwsU 
remarked to the proprietor that he did not 
care to play tf he could not enter his house 
without being insulted. 
After Elwell’s 
departure, the proprietor told McPorter 
that he acted wrongly in opening the door 
when Elwell wished it shut. 
The homicide occurred between 11 and 12 
o’clock last Friday forenoon, 
'lwo meo 
were seated at a table playing carde, and 
Elwell was looking over the shoulder of cn9 
of the players. Suddenly McPorter came 
from behind the bar, and, approaching the 
deceased, struck him with a large beer mallet 
on the right side of the head. The deceased 
turned, facing his assailant, when he received 
another blow on the head. After the fi st 
blow the deceased shouted for assistance; 
after the second he stsggered towards the bar 
and fell to tte floor iu ar. unconscious condi­ 
tion. When in this position McPorter struck 
him flve or six times more. He then catr.e 
outside on the porcb, and throwing the mallet 
dowji exclaimed: “ G—d d—n him, I killed 
him.” The deceased remained in this uncon­ 
scious state until his death. The residents of 
Hicksville generously provided him with 
nurses .as?, medical assistance. 
When McPorter was asked, after his ar­ 
rest, the cause of the difficulty, he ia very 
abusive language replied that the deceased 
“ had run on him long enough.” When told 
that Elwell was still living he said “ It is not 
my fault. If I had thought I had not killed 
him I weuld have stamped his brains out, 
and I hope he (applying an abusive epithet) 
will not take another breath.” 
McPorter was once in the ineane asylum, 
but was discharged, it is said, because he was 
feigning insanity. He has served a term in 
the County Jail of this county for petit lar­ 
ceny. He seems to have premeditated the 
defense of insanity. Once he threatened to 
shoot a person living in that vicinLy some 
time, and said that nothiog would btvdnne to 
him, as he was insane. On leaving in the 
custody of the Constable for this c i. 
his friends good by, and remarked, 
pose I’ll have to go to Sacramento, 
there to Napa or Stockton.” 
The jury summoned by the Jus'fece ren­ 
dered a verdict that “ deceased wa! named 
Robert Elwell, was a native of Missouri, 
aged about 28 years; that lie cams to his 
death on the 12th day of May, 1883, is this 
county, by a mallet in the hands of MrPor- 
ter. All of which we duly certify by this in­ 
quisition, in writing, by us signed, this 14th 
day of May. 1883.” Signed: L. N. Brown, 
B. F. McCaffrey, J. T. Trainor, P. A. Green, 
Thomas White, H. O. HanBon, G. W. Bell, 
L. Herbert, Michael Tracy.

Upon leaving Ogden onr ride through 
Weber and Echo canyons was a most enjoy­ 
able one. In order that we might thoroughly 
appreciate their wonders, six of us sat upon 
the top of the caboose. Tha day was very 
clear, and—well, I have again come to that 
point were words are inadequate to give ex 
pression to our enthusiasm over the grandeur 
of nature’s handiwork. First of all, Weber 
canyon itself was hailed with exclamations of 
delight; then the Devil’s Gate—that wonder­ 
ful gorge iu the mountain side, through which 
the beautiful, cle.r waters of the Weber river 
daahed over the bowlders on the way down to 
the valleys—seemed to be the grandest scene 
yet presented to our view. We bad not 
finished exclaiming over the wonders seen 
when the “ Devil’s Slide” came into view- 
two apparently immense saw-blade3, about 
two feet thick, lying parallel and at a distance 
of say eight or ten feet from each other, 
against the side of a very steep and high 
mountain, so straight as to seem to be almost 
perpendicular, the space between these blades 
presenting a rough and rocky appearance. A 
young boy in our company exclaimed, with a 
restful sigh, after having gazed intently at 
this wonderful freak cf nature, “ Well, it 
must have been rather rough on the old gent 
when he slid down there !” 
As we emerged from Weber canyon the 
rocks, as we looked back upon them, seemed 
to assume the shape of the walls of some old- 
etyled cathedral, which terminated in pointed 
turrets, aa of old. Soon after entering Echo 
canyon we came to Pulpit R:ck, an immense 
rock poised on the verge of a precipice, and 
back of which Brigham Young ia said to hive 
preached his first sermon on the Wahsatch 
mountains. I am tempted to doubt it, still 
it is a very romantic little story, the romance 
being most thoroughly appreciated when one 
is able to see the wild and mountainous sur­ 
roundings. Caetls Rock and the Witches’ 
Rocks are additional marvels in Echo cin- 
yon, all of which seem to bear evidence to the 
genera! belief that this part of the world has 
at some time been the bed cf an ocean. 
Sunday morning we entered upon the 
plains of Wyoming, and we were still upon 
the plains of Wyoming when night closed 
in upon u?. At half-post ten o’clock each 
car held a praise service. In our car the 
programme consisted of 
the eingirg of 
“ Take the Name of Jesus with you,” by 
the company; “ Rock of Ages,” by Miss 
Powers and Mrs. H. D. Bradley; reading 
of the 91st psalm, and remarks by. Rev. H. 
H. Rice ; singing “ He Leadeth Me,” by the 
company; prayer by Rev. Mr. Ric», and 
“ I Need Thee Every Hour,” sung by the 
company. This closed our morning service. 
At half-peat three wo stepped at Raw!- 
ings, Wyoming, where at the request of Mr.

half that service might be held in the Presby­ 
terian Church of that place. We fouiid 
ready for our use a very pretty little stone 
church, where an intelligent-looking, well- 
dressed congregation had already assembled. 
A well-trained choir, consisting of a double 
quartet aud an organist, accompanied by a 
cornet, being also in attendance, surprised 
us by the excellence of their music. Short 
addresses were made by Rev. Mr. Stuart, of 
Sau Francisco; Rev. Mr. Klink, of Vallejo ; 
Rev. Mr. McDonald, of San Rafael, and 
Rev. H. H. Rice, of Sacramento ; singing 
by I he choir and congregation being inter­ 
spersed. The service was a very pleasant 
one, and will cause us to ever remember our 
Sabbath ou the plains of Wyoming as a very 
tmnpy one. 
Tnis morning we awoke to find ourselves 
almost at (he summit of the Rocky Mount­ 
ains, which we reacted at about 7 o’clock. 
The train was held forty minutes over its reg­ 
ular etop of twenty minutes, to give every 
one an opportunity to take a close view of the 
Ames monument, and to examine the curic.g 
collected upon the Rocky Mountains, which 
are on exhibition at the Summit House. 
When our hour was up, and we had settled 
duwn into our places again, many realized 
that they had been for eome time at an eleva­ 
tion of 8,532 feet above the sea-level. Some 
bled at the nose, several complained or a 
slight headache, and all agreed that they 
were ready to descend. 
To-day we have 
passed a very pleasant day, the scenery being 
wild, mountainous, and unlike our home 
views, but still not particularly remarkable 
for beauty or variety. 
At 11 o’clock we reached Cheyenne, where 
we spent a most agreeable hour. We first 
made a tour of the business portion of this 
busy little city, containing 6,000 inhabitants, 
tbe principal ttreets being lighted by electric 
lights as well as gas. Upon our return to our 
car—we have everything eo cony—we re­ 
ceived a very friendly call from E. Dickin­ 
son, General Superintendent of the Wyoming 
Division : Mr. Deuel, Superintendent of the 
Rocky Mountain Division; Mr. Collins, of 
the Cheyenne Bank ; Mr. Morrow, proprie­ 
tor of the Cheyenne Leader, and Rev. Mr. 
Cowhick, pastor of the .Presbyterian Church 
of Cheyenne. 
To-morrow we will reach 
Council Bluffs, and one day later Chicago.
